The UNITED STATES 


From White House To Main Street 


The. 162-year-old United 
tates Marine Band has been a 
ital part of the White House 

social life since 1801. When it 
presents two concerts here on 
Oct. 25th, only the locale and 
audience will be different, for 
the same talented musicians 
who entertain the Chief Exe- 
cutive and his distinguished 
guests will sit on the stage at 
Belle Glade High School Audi- 
torium and play some of the 
same musical selections which 
they offer during their frequent 
White House appearances. 
Equally at home in the Execu- 
ive Mansion, on the parade 
ground, or in the concert hall 
of any American city, the red- 
coated Marine musicians con- 
sistently display musical artis- 
try that has no equal. 

The Marine Band's White 
House duties started 90 years 
before it made its first annual 
tour. When Presides John Ad- 
ams gave the Maríne musical 
organization an opportunity to 
make its White House debut at 


his New Year's Day reception, 
he started a precedent that 
Jasted over a century and a half. 
With the growth of the nation 
and an ever-increasing list of 
visiting dignitaries from all over 
the world to be entertained, the 
musical duties of America's old- 
est military symphonie band in- 
creased accordingly. It had ach- 
ieved a world-wide reputation 
long before John Philip Sousa 
convinced President Benjamin 
Harrison that the Band should 
tour in this country and give all 
Americans an opportunity to en- 
joy its music. 

America is the only one of 
the leading nations in the world 
that does not have a national 
band, but the Marine Band has 
served in that capacity since 
Washington became the Nation’s 
Capital. Through a tradition est- 
ablished in those early years, no 
function of national importance 
in Washington js complete with- 
out the Band. 

In the early 1800's, Washing- 
ton social life required the ser- 


vices of the Marine Band at 
church services, patriotic rallies 
and for all public receptions at 
the White House. When Thomas 
Jefferson took office in 1801, 
the Band was called upon to 
play for the inaugural ceremon- 
ies, thereby setting another pre- 
cedent which continues to the 
present day. To keep up the 
public morale, the Marine mus- 
icians started giving outdoor 
concerts during the summer 
months and, by 1845, these con- 
certs had become such an ac- 
cepted part of the social life of 
Washington, that President Ty- 
ler authorized the Band to give 
regularly scheduled “musicales” 
each week on the White House 
Grounds and at the Capitol. 
These public concerts continued 
without interruption until 1862 
when Mrs. Lincoln asked that 
they be dsicontinued because of 
the death of her son. That sum- 
mer the public did not object to 
giving up their concerts during 
the mourning period, but when

There are, however, constant additions and changes to the | 
population around the Lake, where recollections and reports 
of ‘26 and ‘28 hurricanes, give reason to wonder about any 
threatening blow. for personal safet 

Public calm, rather than panic, is the objective of all agen- f 
cies dealing with these destructive weather step-children. To 
secure calm and prevent panic, the public must have frequent , 
reliable information from a source in which they have implicit 
faith. 

The economic stability of the Nation's winter vegetable 
garden — the Glades — is most sensative to weather condi- 
tions, particularly from seed-beds to the last harvest in lato P 
spring. 

So, for two reasons: (a) the protection of life and home and 
(b) the stability of the economy of the area, more than 50,000 
folks around the Lake, should have the privilege of modern 
Scientific weather information, prognostication and interpreta- } 
tion. 

"We, therefore, suggest a cooperative request by all com- 
munities around Lake Okeechobee for the assignment of a quali- 
dissfied weather man, FULL TIME. to gather, compile, interpret 
and disseminate weather information as it may affect Glades 
persons nd properties.

Council Discusses 
Migrant Nursery 


At the September meeting of 
Inter-racial Council held Sun- 
day afternoon at the A. M. E. 
church Miss Mary Ann Marsh- 
burn and Miss Margaret Taylor 
of the Migrant Health Research 
Team presented a program on 
"Migrant Nursery Care in Belle 
Glade ...Is It Adequate?" 

They acknowledged with ap- 
preciation nursery schools at 
Osceola and Okeechobee Cen- 
ters operated under the Flor- 
ida Christian Ministry to Mig- 
rants and down town nurseries 
under the direction of Mrs. 
Dorothy Kendrick and Mrs. 
Brown. Nevertheless, Miss Tay- 
lor estimates on the basis of a 
Health Department survey that 
there may be 300 nursery age 
migrant Children in downtown 
Belle Glade who are left with 
school age children, neighbors, 
or aged relatives while mothers 
work. 

The actual cost of adequate 
nursery care may be as high as 
$1.55 per child day. However, 
ihe cost to parents is usually 
less: sometimes the building is 
provided at no cost or at nomin- 
al fee; sometimes nursery school 
staff is volunteer; sometimes 
paid nursery personnel are over- 
loaded; sometimes a church or 
some other group subsidizes the 
nürsery; sometimes only custo- 
dial care is given to make a 
cheap rate possible. 

If adequate nursery care is 
given at a price migrant lab- 
orers can afford (with an an- 
nual average income of $890.00) 
other groups will have to share 
some of the costs. 

Miss Marshburn said, "Chil- 
dren are America's greatest re- 
source. Can we afford to be un- 
concerned about the develop- 
ment of any segment of our 
child population? Can this com- 
munity find a way to more ade- 
quately care for migrant pre- 
school children?"
